A druggist, who wae the first to arrive at 
the house in order to attend, Zola and his 
wife, d: “When I entered the bedroom 
M. Zola was partly lying on the floor. No 
special odor likely to cause asphyxiation 
was then distinguishable. The two victims, 
moreover, did not present exclusive symp- 
toms of asphyxiation. Their faces were 
centorted and their lips were bloodless, but 
not violet colored.’

PRIMM. CHAUFFEUR. JUMPED 


LANDED AGAINST A TELEGRAPH 
POLE AND BARBED WIRE FENCE 


Stannard Was Thrown Up in the Air 
and Landed on Soft Ground— 
Accident Was at Foot of 
Steep Hill Near 
Manchester. 


An automobile over which its chauffeur, 
Samuel Primm of Belleville, had lost con- 
trol dashed backwards at a speed of % 
miles. an hour for: 560 yards down a stcep 
hill near Manchester, St.. Louis County, 
Sunday afternoon, ending its wild flight 
by’ crashing with a thunderous report 
againat.one of the’ stone abutments of a 
small bridge. 

' Primm leaned from the runaway car a 
fraction »f a second before the collision. 

He struck against a telegraph pole and 
a barb wire fence aand received painful 
injuries. His upper lip was split and his 
face severely gashed. 

A young &t. Loulsan named Stannard 
who was riding with Primm remained 
in the machine until it struck the bridge 
He was thrown in the air by. the violence 
of the colisicn, but alighted on soft 
ground. His ckthing was torn. but he 
was not injured. 

The accident was witnessed by 15 mem- 
bers of ths S8t.: Louis Automobi#te’ (ub. 
They deciare that Messrs. Primm and 
Stannard were fortunate in escajiing with 
their lives. 

Alongside the roadway close to the bridge 
is an embankment 30 feet deep leading to a 
creek with rocky banks. Had the machine

of them.

The Snyder trial is the sole remnant left to justice of the greatest municipal 
scandal in the history of St. Louis—the Central Traction deal. 

On April 16, 1888, immediately after the passage by the City Council of the Central 
Traction ‘ill,. the Post-Dispatch printed the facts relating to the distribution of 
$260,000 eaiong members of the Council for their votes on the bill. These charges 
© g¢ erally published in 8t. Louis and throughout the United States, following 


e Pret-Dispatch's expose. ° 
1 S me of the councilmen whose votes for the Central Traction bill were  pur- 


chaded were Carroll, Gast, Gaus, Kratz, Brinkmeyer and Uthoff, who received not less 


than $10,000 each. 

Uthoff will be the state's principal witness against Snyder. The story of the 
manner in which he was buncoed by the bill's promoter out of the $50,000 paid to him 
for his vote, of which he afterward recovered $5000, has been told in the Post-Dis- 


patch. 
The passage of the bill through the House of Delegates over the mayor’s veto

The judge ruled that the witresses 
would have to take the stand because they 
had been summoned, but if they did not 
care to testify that was their affair. 

At intervals M. Zola would rise in the 
prisoner's dock and tell the Jjudgs what he 
thought of him. The jvdge weuld talk 
back and several brands of guards would 
make a bluff at bayoneting the audiences. 

Frequently er | the trial witnesses 
spoke directly to the jury, a thing that 
could net happea in an American court. 
At the end of these harangues attorneys 
would thank their clients for their elo- 
quent addresses to the jury. 

Two hundred lawyers gathered at the 
Aoor of the courtroom ond made open 
sport of the judge. One of them was ar- 
rested, but his release was ordered at 
once. 

The climax came when Zola arose and 
addressed a witness who was testifying. 
After telling the witness what he thought 
of him he turned to the jury and dramat- 
ically exolaimed that whatever his fate he 
would leave the name of Zola as a precious 
posterity.

President Chafes Under Prolonged

Cannot Hunt This Fall. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The President's 
physicians authorized the following state- 
ment this morning: 

The condition of the wound {jis satisfac- 
tory. The temperature this morning is 


normal. The patient slept well and at pres- 
ent is occupying a rolitne chair. He is 
cheerful and from the beginning has shown 
neither impatience nor restlessness, but has 
carried out the directions of the physicians 
with scrupulous care. Since the use of the 
aspherating needle to evacuate the sac on 
the 22d inst., which left no wound, there 
has been no speretion until yesterday.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. — President 
Roosevelt is improving nicely today, and 
has hopes of a drive soon. 

The second operation on his leg 
brought good results. 

When the doctors cut down into the af- 
fectea region they found a slightly diseased 
spot in the shape of a bruised bone-coy- 
ering. 

Some fluid had accumulated, as a result 
of which his temperature had risen. 

All this fluid was removed, the bone was 
scraped of its injured covering and perfect 
drainage established. 

The wound is now. expected to heal from 
the bottom quickly. 

Dr. Newton M. Shaffer, a bone specialist, 
was called to Washington because the phy- 
sicians in charge wanted to be absolutely 
sure that they were applying the proper 
treatment. 

Dr. Shaffer is an old fami! 
and friend of the Pesident. 
tended the Roosevelt children. 

lt ia stated by the doctors that the pur- 
pose of the operation was merely to hasten 
recovery. 

They say there is not the slightest indé! 
cation of blood poisoning or of jny. affec- 
tlon at the bone. 

One of the doctors said the injury to the 
bone mentioned in the official bulletin or- 
Ginarily would be called ‘‘barking the shin.’’ 

Aside from the injury to the shin the 
President's physical condition is perfect, 
except for the rise in temperature caused 
by the conditions existing before the opera- 
tion. It is because of his excellent cond!i- 
tion that the doctors do not anticipate any 
complications, such as blood poisoning. 

“Tt you don’t get me out of this so | can 
go hunting this fall there will be trouble,” 
said the President to the doctors. 

The physicians hope the progress toward 
recovery will be such that be may be able 
to walk within ten days.

NEGRO IS BURNED 


BY A MOB WHILE 


WOMEN LOOK OX 


Their Cries Helped to Set- 
tle His Fate. 


PLACES RESERVED FOR THEM 


EXCURSION TRAINS RUN TO COR- 
INTH, MISS., FOR SPECTACLE.

Wretch, Who Confessed Murder and 
Assault, Given to Flames as Open- 
ly as If Law Sanctioned the 
Punishment. ‘*

CORINTH, Miss., Sept. 29.—Five thousand 
men and women were present Sunday aft- 
ernoon when Tom Clark, alias Will Gibson, 
a miserable negro murderer and thief, was 


burned at the stake. 

The affair was conducted almost as if it 
had the sanctton of the law. The sheriff 
made only a formal resistance to the armed 
mob which took the trembling wretch from 
his cell, 

The railroads ran special trains to the 
scene of the burning. There were special 
places reserved for women and a roped-off 
space for the newspaper correanondenta. 

The leaders of the mob were go pains- 
taking abcut all the little details that they 
even postponed the burning until the man's 
mother and brother could reach him for a 
last farewell. They had to come a)l the way 
from Memphis. 

Clark's wife caused his death. She - 
drunk and Clark beat her. Smarting under 
the beating she told a friend that her hus- 
band had murdered Mrs. Minnie Whitfield 
on Aug. 29 and had-told her about it. 

Mrs. Whitfield was found dead by her 
husband on his return home. Her head had 
been cut off with a razor and the house 
had been robbed. She also had been as- 
saulted. 

“Yes, I did it." whimpered Clark when 
the citizens called around and arrested him. 

“IT suppose I’ve got to die, but wait till 
my mother and brother can come to say 
good-by.”’ 

Allowed to 
See Relatives. 
The committee gave him that privilege 


and the first train Sunday brought the mur. 
derer's only relatives to him. They sald 
good-by and departed. 

At first it was decided to hang him to a 
telegraph pole, as a warning to other 
negroes. Earnest debate developed a strong 
sentiment for burning at the stake, and 
this was finally decided upon. 

Then a mob of one thousand men 
stormed the little Aloorn County jail. It 
did not take much effort. Sheriff Derry- 
berry and his députies gave up without any 
fuse. In a twinkling they had the trem- 
bling murderer out of his cell and in a mo- 
ment he was in a wagon, bound with ropes. 

‘Burn him,’’ was the yell, and hundreds 
of women, who had watched the jali break- 
ung. screamed out. ‘“‘Burn him."’ 

Clark was thown into a wagon and 
drawn out into the country fnto a valley 
surrounded by hills, a natural amphithe- 
ater. Willing hands soon built a platform. 
Two steel rails were sunk into the ground 
and in a trice Clark was bound between 
them by chains. Meanwhile special trains 
were arriving every few minutes, each with 
a crowd anxicus to witness the disgraceful 
scene. 

The stake was roped in by barbed wire. 
Within, a chosen number of iards were 
admitted, with certain selected newspaper 
men. A section of the hillside was set 
aside for women. Clark went calmly to his 
death. His .nerve was wonderful. He 
scanned the crowd curiously and looked 
unflinchingly into the face of the murd cred 
woman's husband, who was weeping hys- 
terically. 

“Yes, I did it.’’ said the negro, when 
questioned for the last time.

Suddenly the flames reached the man. His 
eyes rolled. He gtappled at the chains with 
his hands. 

Then he was all ablaze, and itn 10 min- 
utes he was dead. But for three hours 
the crowd watched the bones char them- 
selves away to white ashes. 

Before he was taken from the jail Clark 
confessed to two other murders hitherto 
unsolved, to breaking jail and also to num- 
berless mysterious robberies.

TEACHING SOLDIERS TO FIGHT 


IMPORTANT PROBLEMS WILL BE 
SOLVED IN THEIR MOVEMENTS. 


Regulars From All the Posts in the 
West. and Many Militiamen Will 
Take Part in Maneuvers. 


‘ JUNCTION CITY, Kan.. Sept. 29.—Nearly 
‘00 men will engage in conflict on the 
plains of Kansas during the next two 
weeks. 

Half of them will represent an enemy 
and half an American defending force. 
There will be the dashing charge of cav- 
airy, the laborious construction of pontoon 
bridges, the exhausting march of infantry 
and the rumble of artillery. 

Over all will hang a cloud of dust and 
smoke and from it will shoot the flame of 
rapid-firing gun and magazine rifle, and the 
noise of battle will dea’en the participants. 
The “Battle of Fort Riley” will be on. 

The concentration camp at Fort Riley has 
been a busy scene for the last week. Troops 
have arrived nearly every hour of every 
day, and.this evening all the regular troops 
to take part in the army maneuvers there, 
beginning today, are in camp. 

The Union Pacific railroad has built two 
switches a mile in length at the camp, and 
these have been kept well filled during the 
week with freight and passenger cars, 
ow were unloaded as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

Pesides the troops that have come by 
train from forts al! over the Gountry, 1168 
men from Fort Leavenworth, Kan., have 
arrived, having made the march overland. 
The concentration camp extends from the 
—— at the post to the old state house 
on Pawnee flats. The camp headquarters 
next to the hospital and campus of the 
various organizations string out for sev- 
eral miles to the northeast. 


To Solve 

Great Problems. 
Important are the problems which the 
beard of officers, recently convened at 
Omaha, have prepared to be worked out

Riley maneuvers. 

The. report of this board has been kept 
secret in view of the fact that the bes = 
engaged are to be divided into a hostile 
and defensive force, and it is therefore in- 
cumbent on the war department tog main- 
tain an entirely neutral attitude to sée to 
it that no information leaks out that could 
= advantageously employ by er 
side. 

In actual war , of the many knotty prob- 
lems that present themselves to the com- 
mander for solution few are of more im- 
portance than that of communication. 

Special attention is to be directed in the 
coming exercises to this subject, and one of 
the maneuvers recommended in the report 
of the board calls for the attacking of a 
wagon train. 

e defense force will send out a wagon 
train and the enemy will be given so many 
hours in which to overtake and capture or 
destroy it. 
The maneuver, which will take place on 
Tuesday, will be the occasion of warm 
fighting on both sides. The convoy will, of 
course, be guarded by the defense troops, 
and theirs will be the work of warding off 
the attacks of the enemy and landing the 
wagon in safety at its destination. 

More spectacular than the attacking of 
the convoy will be the maneuver set for 
Oct. 6 It involves the defense and attack 
of an imaginary position. A hill on the 
reservation will be fortified by earthworks 
and a force of volunteers and regulars wil! 
be charged with its defense. An equal 
force will constitute the attack. 

Observers will be stationed outside the 
earthworks as umpires. When a battery 
of artillery has been under fire for a cer- 
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tain length of time they will be adjudged 
disabled and the observers will signal for 
them to retire. Uniless the fort is taken 
within a certain time the attacking force 
will therefore have been retired by the um- 
pires and the enemy defeated. 

The battalion of engineers have been pro- 
vided with ample work by the board. which 
in its report recommends that théy be 
called upon to construct 
bridge on Oct. 3 and a pontoon bridge on 
the day following,

Urst baby labor gathers Strength with overs | 
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What is the effect upon mankind and, womanhood in 
tuch communities? 

Rev. C. B. Wilmer, rector of St, Luke's Church, Atlanta, and 
secretary of the Committee for the Promotion of Child Labor 
Legisiation in Georgia, makes this comment: “To take an able 
bodied man off the farm where he must work and place ‘him in 
@ position to lean back against his cottage and ‘chaw t cker’ 
while his children cupport him—this Is not only to treat chikiren 
cruelly, but directly encourages and produces idleness, worthless- 
fess and viciousness in a class.of people in the South, most of all 
needing to be raised into something like true manhood—the poor 
whites.” 

It is a singular and suggestive fact that the New England 
capitalists who operate these mills are unable to employ child 
jabor at home because of legal prohibition. Unhappily New 
England benevolence did not migrate South with New England 
capitel. 

The subject is comparatively new in the South where the people 
have had no experience in such problems. But there are signs 
of an awakening, and we may soon expect a determined effort to 
procure the needed legislation. Child labor was too costly for 
New England. It will be found too costly for the South. 


The news that Mr. Roosevelt has suffered a slight relapse is 
not very cheering, but there is no reason to anticipate serious 
consequences. The rise in temperature Is inconsiderable and may 
not be due to inflammation in the wound. It would reassure 
the country, however, if the President's friends could induce him 
to rest until he is entirely recovered. Reports indicate that he 
frets under the disagreeable restraint.

SOME ARGUMENTS FOR IT 


Man Who Takes His Life to Relieve 
Others May Do an Unselfish 
Deed. 


Pulpit discussion of suicide, started by 
the resolutions of the Clotho Club on the 
death of Mrs. Addie M. Johnson, was con- 
tinued Sunday by Rev. W. F. Peck, pas- 
tor of the Church of Spiritual Unity. 

Rev. Mr. Peck declared that while su!- 
cide was, in the great majority of cases, 
absolutely unjustifiable, no hard and fast 
rule could be laid down for all cases. 

“Neither medical authority or Scripture 
texts can absolutely settle the question,” 
Mr. Peck declared. { 

“Suicide is peculiarly a disease of civili- 
gation, belng virtually unknown to savages, 
Ts this a cuse of cause and effect? Do 
learning and culture create discontent and 
unsoundness of mind?’ 

Mr. Peck summed up the argument of the 


suicide as follows: 
“First—Life to me is naught but suffer- 


ng. 
Rgecond—Death ends all suffering, there- 


ore. 

‘“"Third—I will seek death.”’ 

The mistake, he declared, lies in the as- 
sum tion that death ends guttering 

‘The giving of one’s life for others has 
@lways been regarded as the high-water 
mark of unselfish virtue. 

“Is it not conceivable that a man who 
takes his life by violence to relieve others 
of a burden may be given credit for an un- 
selfish deed in the final allotment, even 
though he was mis‘aken in his surmises?’’

He thinks he has found a way in which the 
lazy or the inapt man may have a sharp 
razor without breaking his back in strop- 
ping it.
